T he Shooting o f M tko D e Y oung. 
San F rancisco, November 
20th.—Dr. 
Murphy, who is in charge of De Young’s 
case, states that the patient passed a very 
restless night. The wounds are very pain­ 
ful, ami there was considerable hemorrhage. 
This latter fact gives the physicians much 
anxiety, and Dr. Murphy says there is rea­ 
son to fear that the sub-clavian artery, a 
large blood-vessel passing across the neck 
to the arm, was injured hy the bullet that 
entered from the front. 
The great flow of 
blood makes the theory probable. “ I con­ 
sider the wound a dangerous one, a very 
dangerous one, indeed,’’ said Dr. Murphy. 
Dr. Regensberger was with the patient 
all night, and it has been arranged that 
either he or Dr. Cohen will remain in con­ 
stant attendance. Dr. Murphy will visit 
the patient three times a day. The bullet 
that entered from the point of the shoulder 
split the shoulder blade and ranged down­ 
ward. From the range it is evident that 
the shooter was almost directly over De 
Young at the time. The bullet has not 
been found, and the physicians thought 
best not to probe for it. It is a large one— 
3s caliber. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.1 
San F rancisco, November 20th.—The 
eases of George \V. Emerson and Adolph 
B. Spreckels were called at the opening of 
Court this morning by Police Judge I«aw- 
ler. Reuben H. Lloyd, appearing as spe­ 
cial counsel for the prosecution, and as 
attorney for Emerson, asked for a con­ 
tinuance until the 1st of next month, 
by which 
time it was expected that 
the injured men would so far have re­ 
covered from their wounds as to lie able to 
appear in Court. 
R. C. Harrison, appear­ 
ing as attorney fort lie defendant, .Spreckels, 
did not oppose the motion, and the con­ 
tinuance was granted, as agreed hy the 
counsel. Emerson was the only one'pres­ 
ent of the participants in the shooting. 
The cash bail of $1,000 deposited last even­ 
ing for his appearance in Court to answer 
the charge was withdrawn, and a bond in 
the sum of $1,000 was substituted, with Jo­ 
seph Rosenberg, of 410 Montgomery street, 
and Reuben II. Lloyd as sureties. De 
Young was reported to be resting easy, and 
to that extent his condition was only 
known, as the strictest quietness lias been 
enjoined upon him to offset any threatened 
inflammation that might set in the wounds. 
¡THIRD DISPATCH.] 
San F rancisco, November 20tb. — De 
Young’s physicians have made no effort to 
probe for the bullet in his shoulder. They 
fear tlie sub-clavian artery was grazed bv 
it, and that probing might produce a-fatal 
hemorrhage. 
The wound is considered 
very serious, and his recovery is doubtful.

city, to offer a reward of $.300 for the arrest 
and conviction of the murderer of the Mex­ 
ican boy, Quinones, in the Huachucas last 
July. 
Indignation Y lceling of Citi'/.en.s. 
Nogales. November 20th.—An indigna­ 
tion meeting was held at the school-house 
in tliis place this morning, Judge Ham il­ 
ton presiding. Dr. Rose was elected Secre­ 
tary, and the following resolutions were 
unanimously adopted, and ordered to be 
furnished to the press of Arizona and Cal­ 
ifornia : 
Whereas, a short time ago a mendacious re­ 
port was circulated by some malicious and evil- 
dispo.-ed person, to the effect that the boundary 
line between tho United States and Mexico at 
Nogales was in danger of being disturbed; and 
whereas, in the Tucson Ntar of last Sunday a re­ 
port emanating from J. F. Yorba, of that place, 
was published, declaring that, according n> the 
treaty stipulation, a margin of 60 feet in width 
is called lor on each side of the line: that said 
margin must be dead and void of buildings, and 
that the Mexican authorities had applied to the 
American Consul for the removal of the build­ 
ings, including the railroad depots on the Amor- 
ican side; therefore be it 
Jltx'.lrcJ, That alter careful research and in­ 
quiry it has been ascertained that there is no 
shadow of foundation in fact for any of such 
rumors; that they arc manufactured out of 
whole cloth, fraudulently and maliciously, and 
with the willful and wanton design of injuring 
the business interests and marring the material 
prosperity of our tow n.

Train YVreckers A rraigned. 
Santa Fe, November 201 b.—At «Socorro 
to-day, the accused train wreckers. J. \Y. 
Painter, “ Punch ” Cumins, Ed. White and 
Jenf Kcrkindale, were arraigned on two 
indictments each, brought by the Grand 
Jury yesterday, and based upon a confession 
made by Ed. White. The eases were set 
for trial on Monday. William Allen, Over­ 
ton Vincent and Owens, members of the 
gang, were also indicted, but have not yet 
been trailed down. They are believed' to 
be crossing Arizona and heading for the 
Mexican border. Besides the indictment 
charging them with firing into a cab of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe passenger 
train, and attempting to wreck the train, 
with a view to robbing the express com­ 
pany, an endeavor is making to have them 
indicted for obstructing the passage of the 
1 nited States mail. The gang will be given 
a speedy trial, the railroad company being 
determined to make an example of them, 
in the hope of putting a stop to any further 
attempts of the kind in the «Southwest.

Smith, 
who suicided last night, was a native of 
Rising Sun.

Upon 
him saying it a second time I got up, when 
lie rushed into the bed-room, threw his 
arms around my neck, kissed me, said

lying by his side. The following was writ­ 
ten in a small book, which wits found in 
his pocket: 
Eureka, November 19th. 
May the Lord have mercy on my soul—if I 
have a soul. As I have judged, so may I be 
judged. If I do wrong I am sorrv. My" best 
wishes to the Knights and the Workmen. This 
is all I have to say. 
o. II. S m it h . 
Smith was a member of the Uniformed 
Rank, Knights of Pythias; also of the Or­ 


der of Workmen. He yesterday expressed 
a desire to a brother Knight to be buried 
in the Ktlight’s uniform. 
He was highly 
respected, and the suicide has cast a gloom 
over the town.

S cathing C riticism o f th e C ourse o f a 
Jo u rn a l. 
[Editorial column Oakland Times (Democratic), 
November 20. 1SS4.J 
The San Francisco Examiner, in a re­ 
cent editorial, announces that the disposi­ 
tion and bestowment of Federal offices in 
the State may be considered “ Definitely 
settled,” and to indicate the manner of 
such settlement adds: 
“ The people may 
rest assured and feel every confidence that 
Grover Cleveland will do nothing to 
strengthen the power of monopoly in Cali­ 
fornia, and that no man who has shown 
any disposition to betray the people will he 
viewed with any favor by the administra­ 
tion or have any part in its councils. 
All 
talk and hints to the contrary are the silly 
vaporings of simpletons.” 
This is the same Examiner which in 
March, 1883, denounced Grover Cleve­ 
land’s veto to the five-cent. fare bill, in­ 
formed its readers that he was the bribed 
tool of the monopolies, and that he would 
never be heard of again in public life; 
that he was, in fine, an example to public 
men of what to avoid. 
This is the same Examiner which de­ 
ceived its readers as to the tax stipulation 
made bv Attorney-General Marshall, de­ 
clared that it did not protect the State’s 
right to appeal, that it lost the Treasury a 
million of dollars, and that an extra 
session must be had to impeach Mr. M ar- 
shall. 
This is t lie santo Examiner which ad­ 
vised the packing of the Htoekton Conven­ 
tion, and then incited therein the denun­ 
ciation of one-half the officers elected by 
the party in 1882, and applauded tlie 
declaration of that Convention that the 
Attorney-General was “ lost to all sense of 
honor.” 
This is the same Examiner which has 
not had the manhood to tell its readers 
that the United States Supreme Court lias 
vindicated the Attorney-General, lias unan­ 
imously approved the appeal taken under 
the stipulations, which the Examiner said 
could not be taken at all, thus repudiating 
(hat paper’s conclusions of law and ex­ 
posing the weakness and the malice of its 
disastrous advice to its party. 
This is the same Examiner which de­ 
manded the impeachment, without a hear­ 
ing, of Democratic Railway Commission­ 
ers, assuring its party that the people 
would indorse such summary injustice.

It expresses the lielief that the 
am endm ent has not been legally submit­ 
ted, and that its adoption is invalid. 
But 


if that shall prove true, the duty o f the 
Legislature is clear, and it w ill not dare to 
evade it. 
In the face o f such a positive 
and em phatic verdict at the ballot-box 
that the people desire to lie rid o f the 
seliool-book syndicate, the Legislature can 
not afford to permit a technicality to avoid 
th e command o f the sovereign power. 
If 
it shall be held that the amendment Ls in­ 
valid, th e H ouses should pass laws enabling 
th e State to com pete and print iier own 
text-books. 
We believe all that is needed 
m ay be accomplished by legislation, and 
that no amendment to the Constitution is 
necessary. 
So far as the vote of the people 


Is concerned, the am endm ent just voted 
upon stands as the unmistakable expression 


of the sovereign w ill. 
They made no m is­ 
take. 
T he expose made by the R ecob d - 


U n io n o f t lie secret book-publishing syn­ 
dicate, and 
its methods o f destroying 


com petition, was published throughout the 
State. 
T he question 
was debated for 
m onths. 
T he amendment was bitterly 
opposed, and even a convention of edu­ 
cators resolved against it. 
But tlie illogi­ 


cal position o f that body was shown, 
and 
its 
failure 
to 
comprehend 
the 
principle 
and 
the 
sim ple 
facts 
involved, was demonstrated. 
In no county 
did the press fail to discuss the Issues of 
the amendment, and every argument for 
and against it was advanced. 
It did not 


go through, therefore, by reason of care­ 
lessness. 
On the contrary, the voters were 


wiser than some election officials who 
threw out many 
legal ballots “ for the 


am endm ent” because the unnecessary word 
“ y e s” did not appear also. 
T he absurdity 
o f th is rtiiing is appa ren t ; besides, (lie 
voters followed th e law in voting as they 
did, and the election boards exjiosod their 


ignorance o f it. 
T he world o f intellect is 
open to California, and from it, under the 
stim ulus of fair com petition for liberal pre­ 


miums, she can have the l<est school-books 
w hich modern scholastic knowledge and 
culture are capable of producing. 
These 
she caii print just as cheaply as the East­ 
ern publishers. 
But if in the first year, 


because of the necessary “ p la n t” to lie 
procured, the Iwoks cost more than they 
would cost the publishing houses, the cost to 
the State will still be within the bounds 


o f the profits the people pay over to East­ 
ern publishing houses annually.

and there is a condemnation of the laws, 
for which the people alone are responsible. 
Am ong sober thinking men there can lie 
but one judgm ent regarding these seizures: 
unqualified and undiserim inating condom- 


G. C. M a th e w s, in the 'Current, speaks

President. 
I am even told that in som e 
cases som e of them arc led to suppose the 
result of tlie recent election means that 
they m ay again be m ade slaves. 
A ll tliis 
has appeared to me to be so absurd, and I 
have been so sure that the slightest in telli­ 
gent reflection would dislodge such foolish 
fears, that 1 can hardly deem any notice 
o f them necessary; 
but there is 
not 
the slightest objection to calling 
the at­ 
tention o f 
all w ho are 
in 
the 
least 
uneasy or uncertain upon this subject to 
the fact that the title o f the colored people 
to freedom, and all the rights o f citizenship, 
cannot be disturbed except by a change in the 
Constitution, w hich it w ould be absolutely 
im possible to m ake. 
Besides, tlie present 
condition or status o f these people lias been 
so fully accepted by the entire country, that 
no one should have the slightest idea that 
any attem pt w ill be made to change it, if 
there was any possibility of accom plishing 
such a tiling. 
So far as the new A dm inis­ 
tration is related 
to 
this 
subject, 
the 
w hole country can be sure that the law ­ 
ful power and jurisdiction of the Executive 
w ill be so exercised that the rights of all 
citizens, white or black, under the Consti­ 
tution and law, w ill bo preserved and pro­ 
tected, and all advantages to w hich they 
are entitled by reason o f tlieir citizenship 
will be secured to them . There need be 
no fear that either the Democratic party or 
its new ly-elected A dm inistration proposes 
to oppress or enslave any part o f our popu­ 
lation, nor to destroy the business interests 
o f the country. 
W'e hope, on the other

V u .)special says: Inform a­ 
tion from Perrysville, M cDowell county, 
this State, near the V irginia border, gives a 
frightful account o f the ravages o f a so- 
called cholera in the extrem e southwestern 
counties o f Virginia and the adjoining ter­ 
ritory o f K entucky. 
M aking every allow ­ 
ance for exaggeration, the loss o f life has 
already been appalling, w hile the condition 
o f tlie survivors is terrible in tlie extrem e. 
N o rain lias fallen in the Cumberland 
m ountains, in w hich the infected district 
is situated, for l'oqr m onths, the drought 
entailing not only an alm ost total failure of 
crops, but cutting olf the supply o f water 
oA'cr a w ide area. Difficulty was experienced 
in obtaining water for stock in som e locali­ 
ties as early as the m iddle o f A ugust, but 
no actual suffering am ong the inhabitants 
occured until towards tlie end o f Septem ­ 
ber, when the ordinary sources o f supply 
having 
for 
the m ost part failed, 
the 
m ountaineers were com pelled, in order to 
sustain life, to obtain water for household 
purposes from what is known as “poison,” 
or m ineral springs in tlie m ountains, or 
from tlie sm all 
am ount 
rem aining in 
“creepholes” in the beds of the creeks. 
A 
persistent use o f this water soon developed 
a peculiar disease, as deadly as A siatic 
citolera in its nature, Avliich lias ever since 
raged w ith terrible fatality over h a lf a 
dozen counties in the two States o f Vir­ 
ginia and K entucky. 
The loss o f life thus 
far is variously estim ated at from 400 to 
800. 
A m ong children and adults w ell up 
in years the m ortality has been greatest, 
but no class has been exem pt. 
In a num ­ 
ber o f instances, especially along the forks 
o f McLeans creek, a tributary o f the Big 
Sandy, and in the valley o f Pow ell river, 
em ptying into the Tennessee, entire fam i­ 
lies h ave perished, w hile in num erous other 
cases but one or two m embers o f a house­ 
hold survive. 
Few recover from tlie dis­ 
order, from (X) to 80 per cent, o f those at­ 
tacked dying, this being accounted for by 
tlie fact that pitre water is still unobtain­ 
able, and proper food and m edical attend­ 
ance cannot be had. 
T he drying up o f the 
streams has necessitated the stoppage of 
num erous sm all grist m ills 
along 
tlie 
m ountain valleys, and the population for 
the most part appears to be in the most 
abject want and misery. 
T he locality is 
alm ost inaccessible to the outside world, 
there being n o railroad w ithin 100 m iles, 
and obtaining reliable new s is very diffi­ 
cult ; but even if h alf what is alleged be 
true the calam ity is oue o f a m ost serious 
nature, and calls for prompt action by the 
authorities and public.

THE SIGNAL SERVICE. 


S y n o p sis o f th e A n n u a l R e p o rt o f th e 
C h ie i S ig n al O fficer. 
The annual report of W . B. Ilazen, 
Brigadier and Brevet Major-General, Chief 
Signal Officer of the United States arm y, 
is at hand. It is a neat pam phlet of thirty 
pages, and a complete report of the w ork­ 
ings of the Signal Service during the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 18S4. The am ounts 
appropriated for the support of the service 
during the year was $1,028,241 81, divided 
as follow s: Legislative, executive and judi­ 
cial, $103,307 24; civil expense, $242,500; 
m aintenance and repair of m ilitary tele­ 
graph lines, $35,000; observations and ex­ 
plorations in the Arctic Seas, $>8,000 ; pay 
of signal corps, $235,100; Subsistence De­ 
partm ent, $164,779 72; Quartermaster De­ 
partm ent, $57,651 75 ; incidental expenses, 
$1,475; transportation. $35,275; barracks 
and quarters, $85,908; clothing, cam p and 
garrison equipage, $23,485 10; Medical De­ 
partm ent. $5,700. 
The weather forecasts and storm w arn­ 
ings issued from the signal offices have 
been sought for and published by the daily 
journals throughout the country, and the 
increasing dem ands for special predictions 
in the interests 
of agriculture, special 
trades and commerce, indicate in a meas­ 
ure the practical value of the Signal Ser­ 
vice. 
The Special Bulletin, which is a new 
feature of the weather forecasts, is issued 
at 10 a. -M. daily, and contains a general 
account of the meteorological conditions. 
T he bulletins are intended to inform the 
public of approaching cold waves, general 
storms, frosts, extrem e tem perature, etc., 
contain forecasts applicable to the succeed­ 
ing 48 hours from the date of the bulletin. 
W hen practicable, the m idnight indications 
close with a special forecast of the weather 
and tem perature for the day following that 
for which the regular indications are pre­ 
pared. 
The sudden approach of storms from the 
A tlantic occasionally 
cause unexpected 
changes in the atm ospheric conditions, 
leaving hut a lim ited tim e for w arnings to 
he issued'. The service is greatly aided in 
this feature of the work by the stations on 
the sea-coast telegraph line, and a station 
at the Bermudas would add greater secur­ 
ity from the danger of this class of storms. 
The abandonm ent of stations, rendered 
unavoidable by lack ot funds, necessarily 
interferes w ith weather prediction. The 
statutes provide th at w arnings of the ap­ 
proach of storms shall he given by tele­ 
graph, yet the service was left for two 
m onths last year w ithout the means for 
paying the necessary telegraph expenses. 
As a result, in addition to the reduction in 
the num ber of stations, the office was de­ 
prived, during May and June. 1S8.3, of re­ 
ports from the Pacific coast. The W estern 
Union Telegraph 
Company, 
however, 
came to our relief and performed a large 
am ount of service for which it received no 
pay. 
BOARDS of trade. 
Tire dem and m ade by the commercial or­ 
ganizations in the various large cities 
throughout the country for an increase of 
the inform ation furnished by this service 
indicates the im portance of the work done, 
anil calls fur a more liberal support from 
Congress, that the interests which these or­ 
ganizations represent m ay not suffer. Com­ 
mittees of the Boards of Trade, Chambers 
of Commerce, etc., appointed to cJRfer with 
the Chief Signal Officer and the observers 
in charge of stations suggest im provem ents 
in the work of this service, and through 
these committees frequent calls have been 
made for data which could not be supplied 
owing to the lim ited appropriation. 
The meteorological committees, distribut­ 
ed as they are in various sections of the 
country, and representing every branch of 
trade, are im portant auxiliaries to this ser­ 
vice, and not only are the observers on sta­ 
tions directed to confer with them , hut in­ 
specting officers of the service are required 
to consult them as to the nature of the 
work dune by the observers, and the de­ 
mands for an increase c f usefulness of the 
service. 
The result of the Greely expedition is 
given in the m inutest detail. 


t e l e g r a p h 
l i n e s . 
The m ilitary telegraph lines built and 
operated by the Signal Service in the un ­ 
settled portions of the country have not 
only proved of great service in operations, 
hut they have added much to the accuracy 
of the Signal Service predictions and storm 
warnings. 
It is the policy of this service 
to discontinue these lines as soon as the 
comm ercial lines take their place, and dur­ 
ing the year 112 miles of the lines were 
abandoned. The lines at present operated 
are distributed as follows: California and 
Arizona division, 510 m iles; Department 
oftlie Missouri, 693; Northwestern Division, 
893; Texas division, 197 ; W ashington and 
Idaho, 500*San Francisco harbor, 12. The 
total num ber of miles in operation at the 
end of the year was 2,805 miles. The total 
line receipts during the year were $39,003 76. 
Five hundred miles of m ilitary telegraph 
lines were operated in the W ashington and 
Idaho division. The station at Tatoosh 
Island was connected by cable, two miles 
in length, with the land line term inating 
at Cane F latten'. A second cable, four 
miles in length, was laid across the m onth 
of the Golumbia river, on October 10th, 
joining part of the m ilitary telegraph line, 
connecting Astoria with Fort Stevens. The 
points reached hv these cables are of spe­ 
cial value to the system of Signal Sendee 
reports intended 
for the Pacific coast 
weather service. 
T he necessary cables to complete the tel­ 
egraphic connection of the m ilitary posts 
in San Francisco harbor have been success­ 
fully laid during the year. In m aking these 
connections 4) miles of cable and 74 miles 
of line were required. 
STATIONS. 
The num ber of stations in operation Ja n ­ 
uary 30. 1884, in the United States was 164. 
These include the telegraph siations, print­ 
ing stations, display, special river, cotton 
region and sunset stations. This shows an 
increase during the year of 8s stations. 
In 
addition r e p o rts are received from twelve 
Canadian stations by th e co-operation of 
the Canadian Meteorological S.-rvks*. 
Telegraphic reports arc received at this 
office, daily, from 147 stations. 
During the year seven full reporting sta­ 
tions have been establish*.-! and five discon­ 
tinued. 


PACIFIC COAST WEATHER SERVICE. 
Attention is called to the necessity of a 
separate office, under charge of an instruct­ 
ed officer, on the Pacific coast. The weather 
conditions here differ so m arkedly from 
those observed in other sections of flic 
country th at special study by an officer on 
this coast is requital, in order that the citi­ 
zens of this section of the country may re­ 
ceive the full benefits of the Signal Service 
reports. 
Jt is now the intention to assign 
an officer to duty at San Francisco the com­ 
ing autum n, to take charge of this im port­ 
ant work. 
The work of the entire service is done by 
20 officers and 500 enlisted men. The men 
are distributed as follow s: At the office of 
the Chief Signal Officer are 181 ; on tele­ 
graph lines. 100: at Fort My or; 41 ; on sta­ 
tion, 103. The others are on leave fo r sick­ 
ness or other causes.

About two hundred people assem bled at Ma­ 
sonic Music Hall last night to listen to a lecture 
on Colusa county, and its advantages for settle­ 
m ent to those in search of a hom e, by W endell 
Easton. President o f the Paciiic Coa^t Land 
Bureau. T he m eeting w as opened by George 
W. ¿"rink, Vice-President and General M anager 
o f the Bureau, w ho spoke as follow s: 
EXPLANATORY REMARKS. 
This m eeting has been called to dissem inate 
know ledge of the resources and capabilities of 
th e State of California, and of the particular 
counties best adapted lor settlem ent, w here soil, 
clim ate and cheapness of laud, eith er for gen­ 
era l farm ing, or for the vine and fruit, m eet the 
w ants of the industrious m an, w ho has but 
sm all m eans and his own right arm to light the 
battle of life. The great valleys of th eS an Joa- 
tm iu and Sacram ente, w hich are ncan y one and 
taie sam e valleys, differ ill th rilt and population. 
Los Angeles, Fresno and Stockton, by reason 01 
th e public spirit o f th eir citizens, of the vast 
am ount of energy, advertising, etc., have placed 
them selves before the Eastern world, thereby 
tilling th eir valleys and foothills w ith an indus­ 
trious larm iug people, and land has advanced 
so high in price th at it is necessary to look else­ 
w here for farms th at the young m an starting in 
life, a_id the old m an w ho has not been a suc­ 
cess. w ith their sm all savings m ay find land 
w ithin th eir abilities, and w here the large ow n­ 
ers will take sm all paym ents and long credits— 
will aid and foster the im m igrant. 
This opening we iind in th e uorthern counties, 
now ow ned in large tracts o f m any thousands of 
acres, form erly used for pasturing large herds, 
but now sown to grain. 
By this effort we are not taking business from 
Stockton ; on the contrary, you m anufacture the 
best aud most im proved agricultural im ple­ 
m ents in the world, and the ex ten t of your 
ability i> governed only by the dem and. Here 
is a vast field of trade 'opening unto you. Will 
you co-operate w ith us V The larger the field the 
greater your benefit. 
T he Pacific Coast Land Bureau w as incorpor­ 
ated M arch. 1882, to m eet a long-felt w ant in 
aiding strangers and citizens to reliable data of 
farm ing and fruit lands in this State. 
The 
b u reau ’s object is to supply good lands at a price 
w ithin the reach of those w ith sm all m eans. 
Wc h ave had land auctions in Vaca valley, 
P leasant Glen valley, Los Angeles. Fresno, 
Bakersfield, Stockton, Roberts Island, Richland, 
S anta Rosa, Kellogg’s, Strowbridge’s, Woodland, 
G overnm ent Ranch, Holly Oak Park, Martinez, 
San Mateo, Menlo, Napa, and now we are going 
to tak e you to Colusa, th e banner wheat county 
ot th e State, having harvested this year 12,000,­ 
000 bushels. This county is sparsely inhabited, 
large ranches are given us to cut up for sm all 
holders, at the cheupest prices, w ithin reach ot 
a l l ; a clim ate, soil and beauty w hich will all be 
told to you by our President, the speaker of the 
evening. 
* 
COLISA COUNTY. 
At fh-' conclusion of Mr. F rin k ’s rem arks, 
W endell Easton, President o f th e Pacific Coast 
Land Bureau, was introduced, and delivered an 
interesting address th a t held the attention of 
the audience until its close. 
He referred to the 
vast resources of California and th e annual pro­ 
ductions of th e State. This m eeting, he said, 
was a continuation of th e series inaugurated by 
th e Pacific Coast Land Bureau, aiding the dis­ 
position of the large landholders of the State in 
placing before settlers reliable inform ation w ith 
reference to the different counties and th eir re­ 
spective advantages. The large landholders in 
n o rth ern California arc ready to encourage im ­ 
m igration, and are prepared io place a fair sell­ 
ing price on th eir holdings. With these rem arks 
th e speaker continued his lecture us follows: 
Colusa county comprises a large portion of the 
Sacram ento valley, and contains very nearly 
3,000 square m ilts. The w estern p art of the 
county com prises about one-third of the area, 
being a part of the coast range, and is low hills 
an d m ountains. The balance consists o f a rich 
alluvial soil or less fertile prairie laud, an d is 
nearly all level and well adapted to the growing 
o f friiit and grain, the county having been de­ 
voted alm ost exclusively, until w ithin the last 
few years, to agriculture and stock-raising. 
SOILS. 
T he soils of the county are varied in charac­ 
ter, from black d av . usually called adobe, to 
th e sandy soils and different colors and kinds of 
alluvial soils. The dark alluvial soil is no doubt 
th e best, the brown-colored, as we term it, the 
ashy soil, next, and the sandy, m ixed gravel, 
b etter adapted for raising barley th an w heat. 
What is know n as the gravelly lands have been 
know n to sum m er-fallow am i yield from twenty 
to th irty bushels of barlev in a lair season, and 
w ere better adapted no doubt to raising barley 
th an w heat or hay. 
The system generally 
adopted is to sum nier-fallow and sow in the fall, 
or im m ediately after the first rains, the follow- 
ingseasoii volunteer it and sow some seed w here 
needed. By th is m ethod each farm can be 
divided into th ree parts and each fallowed once 
in th ree years. In ;■ recent visit to the county I 
saw a num ber of pieces of lan d that had volun­ 
teered a <r.»p for three years, and this is the 
only section of the State w here I have seen four 
crops taken from the sam e piece from one seed­ 
ing. 
By the m ethod adopted in this county 
crops have never tailed to yield the fairest re­ 
tu rn in the dryest season, deep plow ing being 
generally adopted by the best farmers. 


PRODUCTIONS. 
T he principal productions so far have been 
w heat and oth er sm all grain, an d experim ents 
have fully proved th at both soil an d clim ate are 
favorable iu th e extrem e to tin* production of 
cot on, tobacco, hops, castor beans, llax and 
bTDomcorn, as well as all m anner of vegetables 
and fruit, not excepting the tropic and sem i­ 
tropic productions. T he orange, lem on and dif­ 
ferent varieties o f fruit and the vine thrive here. 
C hief am ong the indigenous growths of the 
county w ere the wild oats. Clover predom inates 
along th e low lands of the rivers and sloughs, 
and am ongst the tim ber tin; pea vine grows to a 
great h ight. The wild rose and raspberry grow 
in great quantities, and th e blackberry and wild 
graj*e grow all through the tu n o eran d along the 
river. They are sm all and w hen ripe are very 
finely flavored. There is a wild hem p grow ing 
along the low lands from w hich the Indians 
m ake rone for all purposes. The wild tobacco 
grows all through th e lowlands. T he alfileren 
and bunch-grass are o f an indigenous growth, 
and w ere m agnificent feed fur the im m ense 
herds of stock formerly ranging over this coun 
try. Sixty bushels of w heat to the acre is not 
an uncom m on i hing; but. of course, this is not 
th e usual harvest. T hirty bushels is the average, 
b ut it is safe to say th at the fair general average 
of the grain-growing section o f Colusa county is 
twenty-five bushels to the acre. Among the 
m any different places 1 have visited in my trips 
to Riese northern counties is the hom e of Mr. 
Abbott, at Mormon Station, on the line of the 
railroad and about th e center of the county. 
Mr. Abbott has one of the thriftiest young vine­ 
yards th at I have ever seen, where rooted cuttings 
and vines were placed in the ground, and, w ith 
D ro p crc are an d cu ltiv a tlo n .it is dem onstrated 
th at this section of C alifornia is ¡us w ell adapted 
to th e growth of srm i-tropic fruits as any other 
portion o f the State. 
Here grows in luxuriance, 
entirely without irrigation, the grape, cu rrant 
am i garden vegetable, and the apricot, peach, 
pear. plum , apple and other varieties of fruit. 
The place of Mr. Abbott com prises but a sm all 
portion o f the im m ense holding o f N. I>. Ride­ 
out, composed at this place of Mime 12,ooo to 
15,000 acres of the fair average lau d o f (Xdusa 
county, from the gravelly soil to the dark, black 
alluvial and the ashy soil. H ere has been cul­ 
tivated the bust season about 8,000 acres. As a 
production o f these lands there is now stacked
